"SMALL POTATOES." 

It is a fortunate thing for Mr. John 
Grant, M. P. P., that ho owns a news- 
paper and can insert "cards" by tho yard 
without, being called on to foot tho bill.

It may not fly very far or very wide, but 
still be has given it for all it is worth; 
candor compels us to say it is not worth 
much. Jack Bunsby is positively nowhere. 
Listen to tho immaculato oxpuunder; 

"From tho hon. attorney general's 
speech beforo tho houBe on Wednesday 
last it appears that, tho education roceivod 
by tho Indians was moro of a secular 
than a roligious teaching." 

What is our o. c. driving at 1 Does he 
want religion mado tho first consideration 
and a knowledge, of tho means of earning 
a livelihood withhold from the Indians'! 
If it enmes to that, how many of tho 
columns of our contemporary are devoted 
to the spread of moral and religious 
principles ! Does ho devote ten, five, 
three, two or ono column to tho object! 
Wo doubt if ho dedicates a single para- 
graph in throe months to tho sorvico of 
tho Lord ! And still he blames Mr. 
Duncan, who has taught tho Indiana to 
turn tho natural products of the soil to 
account for not giving them more ro- 
ligious than secular toaching ! Further 
on ho says: 

"Tho best course, wo think, for the 
govemmont to pursue is at once to pull 
down tho Chinese wall which Mr. Dunes* 
has erocted round tho sottlomont of Mot- 
lakahtla and have it thrown open to set- 
tlers." 

Our contemporary is probably influenc- 
ed by tho (joott results of froo and unre- 
stricted intercourse between tho whites 
and Indians at Victoria, and ia anxious 
to repeat tho experiment at Motlakahtla. 
It is tho policy of exclusion that has msde 
Motlakahtla what it iB— tho envy and ad- 
miration of tho world. I'ull down the 
"Ghineso wall" and what will follow I Tho 
dispersion of tho pooplo and tho ruin of 
tho mission. We fool confident that the 
house will not permit tho monstrous doc- 
trine of tho vandals who aro trying to 
destroy Mr. Duncan's groat work by tho 
passage of the last clauBO of Mr. Drake's 
resolutions. 

KHARTOUM. 

The news of tho fall of Khartoum and 
the probable massacre of Gen. Gordon 
and his brave garrison has fallen with 
crushing effect on tho Gladstone govern- 
ment. The disaster occurred on the 26th 
January, just about the date when Gell. 
Stewart achieved his latest, victory near 
Mctemnoh. Help may be said to have 
been within roach of poor Gordon when, 
through the treachery of ono of his gen- 
erals, the rebels wore admitted into tho 
fortress. Tin: I'ltll Mall Gazette blames 
tho govonimmit for tardiness in dispatch- 
ing the relief force to blgypt, and it ia to 
be feared that the Gazette is right. The. 
position of Gen. Stewart is now believed 
to be insecure, aa the forces of the False 
Prophet, reinforced by tribos which bo 
fore tho fall of Khartoum had been uncer- 
tain in their allegiance, will be overwhelm 
iog. The government aro hurrying for- 
ward men and supplies; but. a long time 
must elapse before they can roach tho 
scone of disorder. There ia also danger 
of revolt at Cairo and Alexandria.

London, Feb. 5-12:30 p. m.— The 
War OUico has issued tho following: Tel- 
ograma from Wolseley announce the fall 
of Khartoum, which took place January 
2Gth. Ho says: "Col. Wilson arrived at 
Khartonm en January 28th. He was 
greatly surprised to find that the enemy 
wore in possession of that placo. Ho im - 
mediately started on hia return down the 
river and procoodod under a heavy lire 
from tho rebels. When some miles bo- 
low tho Shublacka cataract, Col. Wilson's 
w .B»koJ, but ho u,,a,. 

whole party managod to reach an island 
safely whore they are secure. A steamer 
has gone to bring them back to the lirit- 
ish camp near Molemneh." Wolsoley 
says ho has no information regarding the 
fato of Gordon, and does not know 
whether he is dead or alive. 

London, Feb. 5—2 p. in— There is no 
longer any doubt that the Mahdi holds 
possession of Khartoum. Some hopes aro 
entertained that Hun. Gordon may be 
still holding out in the citadel of tho 
town. Meanwhile tho excitement ill 
London and overywhore throughout the 
British Isles where tho news is known is 
rising to fever heat. Clubs Mid public 
resorts of every description are thronged 
with crowds of people eager to catch the 
last intelligence from the distant Bjjyp 
tian doaert. Through Fleet street and 
the Strand it is almost impossible to make 
olio's way, bo crowded aro those thorough- 
fares with the throngs of curious and ex- 
cited citizens. Most people tiikc a gloomy 
view of the position of tho British troops 
in the Soudan. Tho jubilant gladness 
which characterized England in regard to 
Egypt over since tho welcome news of 
Stewart's successful arrival in tho neigh- 
borhood of Meteinnoh is now changed. It 
is too early to ostimato the influouce^of 
tho news on tho political question. Tho 
War Office is besieged with an army of 
officers tendering their sorvicos for active 
duty in tho Smulan. Numerous tele- 
grams aro received from officers through- 
out the country asking assignment to the 
rescuing expedition, should tho govern 
mont decide to tako such action. The 
capture of Khartoum has created grave 
fears, especially in army circles, for the 
safety of tien. Stewart and his army. A 
number uf military oiKcors of repute ex 
press tho opinion that unless reinforce- 
ments aro hurried forward to Korti, tho 
fall of Khartoum may load to a disaster 
to the forces under Wolseley. A cabinet 
council has been summoned to meet at. 
onco. Gladstone is fearfully disturbed by 
tho news, and some people say he will re- 
sign. 

London, Feb. 5.— Native reports are 
that the Mahdi has 0.0,000 men in the 
vicinity of Khartoum, and ho introduced 
a number of his emissaries into the city. 
These emissaries mingled freely with the 
native troops under Gordon, and by bribes, 
throats, and by working on thoir religious 
footings, induced them to mutiny. Seven 
thousand of the garrison deserted to tho 
rebels, leaving Gordon only 2500 faithful 
soldiers. With this small force he at- 
tempted to hold the city against El 
Mahdi'B great army, but after severe 
fi«hting, in which a largo number of the 
rebels were killed, ho was compelled to 
Biirrender. 

London, Itkrb. 5, 2 p. m.— when Sir 
Charles Wilson reached Khartoum, he 
found that El Mahdi'B forces occupied 
both town and citadel. Ho tried to land 
to ascertain tho fato of Gordon, but this 
atop ho found impossible. The enemy s 
guns were turned upon him in full force. 
Ho was compelled to turn his back upon 
tho fallen city and return to fiulpal, with- 
out finding out whether Gordon was dead 
or alive. 

London, Feb. 5, :3 p. m.— News of the 
fall of Khartoum lias created grave appre- 
hensions in regard to tho whole Egyptian 
problem among members of the Cabinet. 
Gladstone and Granville started for Lon- 
don as soon aH the news reached thorn. 
A Cabinet council will be hold this 
evening. Military authorities aro of 
opinion that Cordon sent tho greater 
part of his troops down tho iSilc to meet 
Stowaat's forces, and so depleted the 
garrison in the town and citadel of 
Khartoum that an attack fiom the enemy 
from Oindurman was rendered much 
ossier. Tho greatest activity prevails at 
tho War Department. Many officials re- 
mained on duty all last night. 

London, Feb. 5, 4 p. m.— Wolseley 
telegraphs that ho does not consider the 
British position at Gubat in any imme- 
diate danger. 

Col. Wilson had three Btoamors, two uf 
which were wrecked in the Nile exactly 
half way between Khartoum and Me- 
temrieh. The third steamer, bearing 
Colonel Wortloy and party, came on and 
brought tho news to the British camp 
near Meteinnoh. 

On the stock exchange to day, Egyptian 
stocks dropped 1| to 2 per cent., on 
account of the disaster in the Soudan. 

The lirst news of the fall of Khartoum 
received by General Wolseley was brought 
by a messenger who left the island where 
Colonel Wilson stranded and came on 
foot to Gubat. Two messengers wuie j 
dispatched to Korti, via Abu Klea and 
Gakdul. They reached thoir destination, 
which is regarded as owing to tho news of 
Khartoum's fall not being known in the 
doaert. The intelligence of the disaster, 
however, h:i3 since spread far and wide 
Sonic tribos that have hitherto professed 
friendship for England have declared for 
El Mahdi. 

The Arabs Still hold Molemneh. The 
garrison there received the news of the 
fall of Khartoum with repeated Halves of 
artillery. 

When Col. Wilson's flotilla approached 
Khartoum it was compelled to run the 
gauntlet of a heavy fire from both banks. 
The rebels had four Krupp guns on tho 
river banks at Haltujoh to bombard the 
tho Btoamors. When the British force 
reached Oinuuraman numbers of rebels 
continued tho fueilade. Things looked 
worse whon it was discovered that tho 
enemy was in possession of the island of 
Tutti, juat outside tho city. The English 
still pushed ahead but were dismayed '.o 
find that tho garrison commenced firing 
Oil them. No (lags wore (lying from the 
public buildings, and tho town appeared 
to bo in the undisputed possession of tho 
onemy. Tho palace seemod tu hare boon 
gutted. Finding it. impossible to land in 
tho face of tho overwhelming numbers of 
rebels, tho British were compelled to re 
tiro. 



Gon. Gordon aro many and varied, but 
all aro agreed that El Mahdi captured 
Khartoum by treachery. The most relia- 
ble reports point to ono FuniiS Pasha aa 
tho traitor. It is said thut ho, being left 
in charge of tho ramparts, opened the 
gates on January Gth and admitted tho 
enemy. Some rumors state that Gordon, 
together with a fow Levantines, is cooped 
up" in a church; others say that Gordon 
has been seen wearing El Mahdi'B uni- 
form; but the majority agree that ho is 

^ council at tho War Oflico decided 
to advise the dispatch of three thou- 
sand troops to Suakem immediately. 
General Stephenson has telegraphed 
that 5,000 mon will be needed to clear tho 
road to Berber, aa tho news of the fall of 
Khartoum will Induce tho central tribes 
t in Oaman Digma. Stephenson also 
advises that the present strength en tho 
uppor and lower Nile be maintained by 
reinforcements drawn from England and 
India. Wolseley has renewed his domand 
for an expedition- to Suakem of 3,000 
mon under General Greaves. 

It is reported General Wolsoley com- 
menced an advance from Korti to-day for 
tho relief of tho troops near Metenitneh, 
and that ho has sent orders to General 
Earle to hasten hia advance agaiuat Berber, 
in order to assist at tho reliof of Metomnoh. 
The objective point of all Gon. Wolseloy's 
movomonts is now Motomnoh. 

It is atated that Camoron, the African 
traveller, has oU'orod to start immediately 
for tho Soudan to assist in tho British 
campaign against tho robola. Orders 
have been sent to Portsmouth Haven to 
begin fitting troop ships. 

C.uuo, Feb. 5. — Rumors havo reached 
hero that 2,(J00 men were massacred at 
Khartoum. The uowa of tho disaster has 
cast a gloom over the entire European 
colony in Egypt. Tho English garrison 
consists of 1,200 men at Alexankria, 3,850 
at Cairo, and 100 marines at Suez. There 
aro no forces at Port Said excepting one 
gunboat and tho man-of-war Monarch at 
Alexandria. A constant stream uf 
anxious inquirers, including Sir William 
Vernon Uarcourt, George Otto Trovely an, 
and other ministers, are pouring into tho 
war office. People through tho provinces 
aro greatly excited. At, Aldorshot the 
iiowb was received with mingled feelings 
of sadness and indignation. A great sen- 
sation was caused in Irish garrisons in 
Dublin when tho report was roceivod. It 
is understood that the full of Khartoum 
will not cheek tho advance of Gen. 
Wolseley, whoso main body of troops 
will probably march across tho doaert at 
once and besiege Khartoum at tho oarliosl 
possible moment. 

The Pall Mall Guzotto this evening, re- 
ferring to tho Khartoum calamity, says 
that nobody can accuse our gallant troops 
of losing a singlo moment m their fierce 
race against time hastening to the rescue 
of the uarrisou of Khartoum. Tho re- 
sponsibility rusts sololy with tho minis- 
tors, who had refused to allow the Nile 
expedition to Btart, in spite of warnings 
and entreaties, until too late. The vole 
in parliament in favor of (."100, 000, for 
tho relief of Gon. Gordon was deferred 
until August 5th. Even then, if tho ox 
podition had been sanctioned forthwith, 
precious days would havo been gained; 
but it was not sanctioned until August 
Pith, when the government finally re- 
aulvod that it must relieve Gon. Gordon. 
That period of hesitation sacrificed Knar 
toum. Islam ia now victorious. Tho re- 
volt and tho fato of Khartoum will por- 
meato tho arch of the world, and unless 
tho- ministry display boldness and wari- 
ness equal to their former dilatorinehS, a 
catastrophe worse than that of Khartoum 
will follow. Etrgland dare not fly before tho 
oastoru foe. It would menu war and mutiny 
from one end of Asia to the other. Sho 
must reinforce her garrisons everywhere, 
including thoso in India, even if it shall bo 
necessary to call for volunteers to do the 
work. (jeii. Earle must ndvanee rapidly to 
Berber and Metumueh. The Suakem gar- 
rison must be reinforced ami the road to 
Berber cleared. Every nerve must be 
strained to prove that the Khartoum dis- 
aster has stiffened tho resolution to hold 
England's banner aloft in the face of every 
foe. Our duty is not to llinoh, but to pre- 
pare (or eventualities and relieve Metomnoh 
by water. We have (ailed to Have Gordon. 
We have now to save Stewart.

Every available nail had been put on, 
and a favornblo wind springing up, tho 
HtOMiiur was headed fur Victoria, arriving 
in tho Straits on Thursday night after 
being ton days undor Bail. Exceptionally 
heavy weather was mot with, the sun not 
being visible for ton days, and consider- 
ing that tliui'o was no assistance rendered 
the vessel, she was very fortunate in get- 
ting to port without any further mishap 
than thu breaking of tho gear wheel, nu 
damage whatever being sustained by the 
cargo. The captain would have sailed 
her into Victoria but for t'.ia slight steer- 
age way oflored by tho sail and thu pres- 
ence of the rocks near this port.

Action lor Seduction. 

IBcfore Ilia Lordship Chief Justice Begfalo.] 
Victoria, Feb. 6th, 1885. 

Wark vs. Raymur— This was an action 
for seduction brought by John McAduo 
Wark. of this city, father of Miss Jane 
Dallas Wark, a well known young lady, of 
this city, who, it was alleged, was seduced 
by James L. Raymur, son of the Into Capt. 
Rnyiuur, also of this city. Owing to the 
Standing of the parties to the cause, tho 
novo Ity ol it and the developeiueuU expect- 
ed, the courtroom was densely crowded 
when his lordship took his seat and remain- 
ed so during the entire day. 

Miss Wark, who was accompanied by her 
mother, occupied a scat uext to her counsel, 
tho Hon. A. B. It. Davie, who was assisted 
in tho prosecution by Mr. A. J. McColl, of 
Now Westminster, Tbo position in which 
Miss Wark was seated, a fire screen being 
directly behind bor buck, prevented the 
morbid curiosity of tho crowd from obtain- 
ing a glance of her features. 

The defendant was roproseuted by Mr. 
Chna. Wilson, of Davie & Wilson, of this 
city. 

After several challenges on both sides the 
following jury was at last einpauuoled; 
A. B. Gray (foreman), lly. Croasdaile, Win. 
Dalby, I'ercival Urown, F. S. Barnard, J. 
J. Austin, J. Teague and J, II. Todd. 

Mr. MeColl, opening tbo case for the 
prosecution, and addressing tho jury 

naked HUtUlgutiko, ..n lie. "-ion ira« una 
a most painful and disressing character, 
the first oj tho nature that had occurred 
in the provinco. The defendant was a 
resilient of many years, living in this 
city, and had been married for a long 
time. Before stating the facts he would 
make some remarks as to the foundation 
of the caso. The law bus for a long num- 
ber of years established that the daugh- 
ter was in the defendant's service, no mat- 
ter however trilling, and there was abund- 
ant evidence in this case to assert this 
fact. The plaintiff was entitled to show 
tiie loss ho Inn sustained by deprivation 
of any service and to claim damage* for 
tho disgrace brought on him and his 
family in society. .Miss Wark, in 1877, 
being then about tho age of sixteen, mel 
tho defendant, who was at 'lie lime 
about eighteen. Ho took up his resi- 
dence for a period at Burrurd Inlet, 
and warm correspondence passed be 
tween thoill and, in fact, the defend- 
ant brtcauio un- avowed suitor of Miss 
Wark, Subsei|Uently the engagement was 
broken off, Miss Wark refusing to receivo 
any further attentions from the defendant, 
having discovered that tho defendant had 
con I Mated another engagement. But 
after this there waa a third engagement, 
Miss Warn having forgiven the du fondant 
it would be shown that tho seduction was 
perpetrated in June last near Sailor Bay, 
and that tho intercourse continued, It 
would bo shown by the defendant's own 
handwriting that be was guilty of seduc 
t.ion, no matter whether the unfortunate 
young lady was pregnant with child or 
not. 'flic lour nod counsel then addressed 
the jury as to the standing in society of 
I he defendant and aaid that ho was ad- 
mitted to the family of tho plaintiff "be- 
cause be was believed to bo at least their 
equal. Tho jury would have much diffi- 
culty in arriving at a proper estimate of 
damages, but, being entitled to bring tho 
action, damages woro due, and the jury 
would consider from a fair stand point 
thu disgrace brought about by the de- 
fendant, tho disgrace to the family ami 
the infraction on public morality. The 
home of the young lady was, it must 
be rem em bored, the hniiiu of a father and 
mother and the defendant's conduct bad 
broken n link in the chain of society. The 
defendant's own writing would show that 
he had violated tho confidence placed in 
him by the family. The learned counsel 
was astonished and had blushed that the 
defendant bad the effrontery to resort to a 
plea of denial which would compel Miss 
Wark to admit the unfortunate position la 
which tho defendant had placed her. 

Mr. Wilson submitted that upon the 
pleadings as they stand under Order du, 
Rule 1), he was entitled to move for a non- 
suit, no action for seduction being good 
until after tho birth of the child. In the 
ease of Hedges vs. Tagg, Law Report, 7 
Exchequer, the confinement did not take 
place whilst the plaintiff was in the defen- 
dant's service, anil tho learned counsel sub- 
mitted thai in the present cane tho confine- 
ment of tbo young lady might not take 
plaeo whilst in the service of the plaintiff. 
There was no single English case in which 
an action was good until after the birth of 
the child. 

His lordship said that he did not feel dis- 
posed to stop thooiise tit the present stage. 

Mr. Wilson asked that the point he noted. 

John M. Wark -I am married and reside 
on Michigan street in this city: 1 have live 
children nil living with mo; tho eldest is 
Jane Dallas, commonly known us Jennie; 
she was living with mo in ISrM; her homo 
was with nie; sho fulfilled domestic duties 
in tho house; I do not keep servants, she 
would assist in cooking, sewing, etc.; late- 
ly she has not been able to attend to those 
duties; I noticed it last fall; I took no note 
of the month for I did not kuow what was 
tbo matter with her; she did not get up as 
early as she formerly did; when I lirst ob- 
served it I think it was September; I was 
told about a month ago that she was in the 
condition that she is now in; lately she has 
not been well by any means, and 1 have 
been deprived of the "use of her B0r vices in 
the house; she is now staying at the house 
of u friend, and has been there (or six 
weeks or two months past; I know the de- 
fendant; he used to come to my house 
frequently and stay late; I was told ho was 
engat'ed or paying his attentions to my 
daughter. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Wilson — Have 
lived in my liouso since 1878; the house 
is mine, but in the hands of trustees; I 
do work about the house, such as chop- 
ping wood, etc.; I generally go to bod 
between '.land 10; occasionally I go into 
the sitting room where my daughters sit; 
then 1 see tho visitors; I hare novor been 
called on to exorcisu any control over tho 
people who visit, my houue; I do not ac 
company my daughters when (hoy go out; 
their mother sometimes accompanies 
them; I do not know how frequently; I 
novor inquired became I did not, deem it 
part of my parental duty; I huvo known 
my daughters to receive presents, not in- 
I diBorimlmitely; novor made any inquiry as 
i to who made the proaonts; my daughters' 
dry goods bills are paid 'at the H. B. Co.'a 
I store; never look ovor tliem; never saw 
any bills for jowelry; I never entortained 
the defendant at my house myself; I can- 
I not say that I was told that the defendant 
I was paying his attentions to my daughter; 
| I will not swoar that I h.ivo soon him in 
I my house in 1881, but I have seen bini 
with my daughter at tho gate after church; 
before 1881 he- camo to my house fro- 
| quontly; L did not ontertain him at all; 
my daughters did that; my wife w;ih the 
chaperon, but sho is now and was then 
very deaf; cannot say when defendant 
first visited my house; I have seen othor 
young men in tho company of my daugh- 
ter, but not very often; when the defend- 
ant wits ill tho house with my daughter I 
do not remember any other young mon 
being present; occasionally alio would toll 
me whore she was going and at what hour 
sho would return; no one would sit up 
for her when sho wont oat at night time; 



tho door was left so that she could 
got in; the windows were fastened; J 
I sleep on the ground floor and my daugh- 
ter's room ia on the oppoaito side of the 
passage; tho (jartitiuiis between tho bed- 
rooms are lathed and plastered; I was 
first told of the unfortunate condition of 
my daughter before Christmas by a friend 
on Government street; I did not turn her 
out of doors; I cannot say how Ions; she 
has been absent from homo; sho is stay- 
ing at a friend's house still with my con- 
sent; I have been to see her on aoino oc- 
casions; I felt thai the defendant was 
paying addressee to my daughter, but 
never spoke a word about it, and did not 
notice that other young men were alao 
paying addresses to her. 

Tn his Lirdship — It was on account of 
hor condition that she wont to a friend's 
house; when out at night she could got in 
with a latch key; sometimes at 1 o'clock 
at night, but not often. 

Dr. J. C. Davie, sworn, testified that 
oarly in November, 1884, ho oxamiued 
Miss Wark and found that sho was enei- 
eilfcj had examined her yesterday and 
found that she was pregnant beyond mis- 
take. 

Jane Dallas Wark, sworn— I first mot 
the defendant in 1877; I saw him very 
often afterwards; 1 remember June 1S8'J 
when ho asked nie to marry him and I 
consented. 

Mr. Wilson nbjocted on the grounds of 
iuadmiasubiltty. 

His Tiordshin said that he would admit 
thu statement althougn it was um,,, 
pertaut. 

Witness (resuming) — The defendant, 
Mr. Raymur, after I had consented to 
marry, him went to Burrard Inlet. (Coun- 
sel here produced and handed to witness 
u number of letters which tho witness 
identified as addressed to her by the de- 
fendant) Three months after tho en- 
gagement she heard that defendant was 
engaged to another gitl and she (witness) 
suggested that their engagement be broken 
off; he consented readily and it seemed to 
suit him very well; about a year aftor- 
w;wdn ho came and asked my forgiveness; 
this would be about September 1883; he 
said about his other engagement that he 
had made a mistake; I aaw a great deal of 
him last spring and last winter; 1 remem- 
ber June of 1884; he wrote mo a note; 
(note produced written on a scrap of 
paper asking .Miss Warls to go boating 
and meet, defendant at the point where 
they had previously landed). 

Witness — I found this ill our garden; 
it was in Mr. Raymur' handwriting and a 
similar note I got at Mr. Shotbolt'a drug 
store; and then at thu back of our house; 
another note said: "When can I see you 
again? Any night but Wednesday." In 
couaeej tieiiOe of those notes I '.vent out 
boating, and in June, 1884, ho seduced 
me; he intercourse continued for about 
three a) it ha; I did not continue in my 
usiia. \ t.s of health; 1 consulted Dr. 
LTolmckon, and afterwards saw Dr. Davie; 
I remember meeting Mr. Raymur at 
that lime, and he gave me a ring;I informed 
him of my condition; I denied my condi- 
tion to Dr. Holmckon; he asked what 
medicine I had been taking, and _1-Baid a 
tonic; he asked mo a groat many ques- 
tions and thought there was something 
wrong; I told Mr. Raymur about 
my condition in August and he 
aaid ho was quite sure I was not 
so; he asked me to go to California, but I 
did not want to go and leave all my 
friends; he said a young lady hud gone 
down there and 1 could go down too; I 
was in sucli trouble that 1 did not know 
what to do, and I said I shall have to 
poison myself; he aaid, "what will you 
take?" 1 said, "laudanum, I suppose;" 
he said "no, take chloral;" 1 aaid I would 
not take it unless ho got it for me; ho 
aaid if ho did got it. he would bo put in 
tho penitontiary for life; I promised to 
get it next day ; he, kissed me good byo 
and promised to come to my funeral; I 
told Mt. Itaymur that I had been to the 
doctor's; he told me to deny it, but. when 
1 went to Dr. Davie be told me to say 1 
was in trouble but not to mention his 
name; shortly afterwards I received a 
note from Mr. Raymur (nolo produced, 
Nov. 11, 1881, asking Miss Wark to meet 
him at tho garden gate); I went down to 
the gate but he was not there; saw him 
on tho following Sunday; Dr. Davio told 
me to write to him and demand an ap- 
pointment; I wrote a letter but before 
posting it I found one at the Postoflice 
(letter produced asking witness to moot 
iii tn on the beach at 11 o'clock on Sunday 
morning); he was sorry he did not keep 
tho app lintment at the gate, and ho 
feared the nights were too wot for mo to 
bo out; I mot him on the beach and he 
said, "so after till you hive told Dr. 
Davie it was me;" I said, "no, he (Dr. 
Davie) guessed, and thou I admitted it;" 
I asked defendant, what he was going to 
do; he said I had better go away again, 
that he would scrape up all the money he 
could and would break oil' his engage- 
ment to marry me; he would have to toll 
his mother, and it wan agreed that there 
should bo a week for consideration; be- 
fore the week expired I wrote to him and 
ho replied that he had not yet. told his 
mother (letter produced, No. 7, 
stating that he (defendant) wished to 
spare his mother and would not tell hor 
unless absolutely necessary; "Don't tele- 
phone because you cannot tell who is listen- 
ing, but write to me, you cau do so with 
perfect safety.") About the middle of 
September, 1884., Mr. Itaymur gave me a 
riii" (produced) and he said lit! gave it to 
too for a present; this was after ho had 
asked nie for my forgiveness, he told mo to 
wear the ring but not to say where I got it 
from; in June, 1881, I was living at my 
father's house on Michigan street and 1 
remained there until December 5th when I 
I went to my cousin's and have since boon 
thue; f did my share of domestic duties 
at home, but about September I was too ill 
to continue to do so in consequence of my 
condition; I purchased some poison and 
kept it; I did not take it, I could not; 
I thought it was too wicked. 

Tho court here took recess until 2:15 
p. in. 

On reassembling Mir. Wilson proceeded 
to cross-examine the witness. 

Miss Wark, croKs-oxamined — I dis- 
| missed the defendant in Septembor, 1882, on 
hearing that he was engaged; that state of 
atfairn continued for ab:iut a year; I told 
my inothor of the engagement; defend- 
ant told mo not, to apeak about it for a 
whi'.o; ho made me promise not to toll; 
ho used to come when 'pa was there and 
my sisters too; I used- to visit hia house 
before and after the engagement; at that 
time I did not purpose taking proceedings 
for breach of promise against him; our 
meetings were clandestine; 1 was afraid 
my inothor would find out our mootinus; 
defendant did not come to my father's 
houoo during our clandestine meetings; 
don't romeiuber tolling him not to lot him 
know anything about it; used to meet 
him at our front gato and at the outer 
wharf; do not recollect going into any 
uninhabited house with tho defendant; 
wont through Mr. Burns' house whilst it 
Was ill tho course of construction; that 
was about the middle of May; that 1 was 
not tho time I was seduced; that I swear 
positively; tho first, time any intercourse 
between mo and defendant took place was 
at Sailor Bay in .Juno last; this was in 



conaequenco of tho promise of marriage; I Witness (continuing)— Miss Wark 
the question was discussed and I yielded j plied to tho officers that, as to goin 

' iway from the drill abed, 



the promise- to marry; would not 
havo done so otherwise; I don't remem- 
ber any conversation with defendant 
as to the means to prevent pregnancy; 
I told him I was quite sure he hud. got me 
into trouble; we did not arrange so as to 
avoid it; I found out my condition in 
August and went to Dr. Holmckon, who 
asked if anybody had been fooling with 
mo; I denied it, but I knew what ho 
meant; I adopted the remedies proscribed 
for me by Dr. Holmcken and I told the 
defendant I waa doing so, and wdiat they 
woro; during that time defendant used to 
como up and down in front of our fence; 
viould whlstlo and then 1 would come out 
and tako a walk with him; don't remem- 
ber sticking a light in the window as a 
signal; 1 always told ma whero I was 
going to, but instead of going to some 
friend's Iioubo I would frequently go to 
meet tho defendant; on coining home I 
went straight to bed; I will swear pos- 
itively that I novor admitted tho defend- 
ant through my bedroom window, and I 
never remember speaking to him through 
tho window; never put a box outside the 
window to assist tho defendant to get in; 
do not remember tellitia; tho defendant 
that after consulting Dr. Holmckon I was 
all right although I thought bo myself; 
after going to Dr. Davie I told defendant 
that he had got me in trouble and 
defendant walked oil' and said be was 
in a hurry; I was first taken ill in July 
.....l A moist ceased doing my house- 
hold work; I used to go out. Out uui 
as often as 1 did before, I only 
want to the drill shed once and that waa 
with a lady to watch the men drill; that 
was tho only time, and I think it waa m 
May; I was never told to go away and go 
home, that the drill shed was no place for 
me; never met tho defendant at the drill 
shed, nor any of the oili.-ora except one 
who waa on the grounds hurrying to drill; 
when I told defendant of mv condition I 



from tho drill abed, it waa 
none of their business. Souietitnoa sho 
was acc.Kiipaiiied by a lady. Hor visits 
woro during the term uf the school of 
gunnery, April, May and Juno last year. 

Have you boon intimidatod by the 
plaintiff's friends i 

Witness — Well, 1 have not boon en- 
couraged at all; I hoard a remark to-day 
by Mr. James Anderson, a friend of Miss 
Wark's, damning my black soul, and hop- 
ing that I will be in hell with tho defend- 
ant. 

John Cook, sworn— 1 am a militiaman; 
know Jane Dallas Wark by Bight; have 
auen her in company with officers of the 
militia; at one time I had occasion to go 
into ono of tho tents, and 

Hon. Mr. Davio objected, aa the sub- 
ject was entirely novel. 

Mr. McColl — Tho time and plaeo must 
bo stated. 

Mr. Wilson contondod that ho was en- 
titled to adduce the evidence as bearing 
directly on matters elicited in tho cross- 
examination of Miss Wark. 

Ilia lordship ruled tho evidence out, 
and counsol for tho defendant aakod that 
the point might be noted. 

Charles Ireland, caretaker of tho drill- 
abed, sworn — Know Miss Wark; have 
seen her at the shed both morning and 
afternoon. 

Did you ovor soo her go into anyone of 
tho rooms sot apart for officers or men f 

Counsol for plaintiff again objected on 
L ''" « J" •* vv«» n«w matter, and 

no time, place or person was stated m the 
quostion. 

The witness stood down. 
James Lnwson Raymur, sworn— I am 
defendant in this action; known Jane 
Dallas Wark for tho last 7 or 8 years; waa 
a visitor at tho house up to September 
1882; have never promised to marry her; 
do not think that my attentions pointed 
in the direction of marriage; sho might 



did not suggest marriage; I threatened | havo thought so but not from anyth 
only to pois.ui myself, but I don't suppose 
1 over meant to do it, it was too wicked; 
the ring (produced) was not a parting 
gift, it was only a present uiven after wc 
talked about poison. It was in Novem 
bor last when defendant refused to marry 
me. Up to October ] thought ho would 
marry me; the poison I bought waa laud- 
anum, at Mr. Shotbolt's; it was not vory 
much. I said I wanted it for tooth ache, 
but I never used it or tuok any of it. I 
did not do much housework in September, 
but on tho 31st October, although 1 did 
not fool woll I went to the naval hall; a 
groat friend of mine offered to take mo 
and my mother wanted mo to go. I went 
to my cousin's liouso on December Oth 
because I was asked, and I was afraid 
that iny father would bo angry if he knew 
of my condition; I do not remember tell- 
ing the defendant that 1 would prosecute 
him criminally. Ma always used to know 
whero I wont and with whom, except 
when defendant used to whistle for mo. 
I have been with other young men and one 
or two havo kissed me; never al- 
lowed any married men to kiss me 
The other young men I only met accident 
allr, not by appointment; they used to visit 
the house, and my father often went to bed 
and left mo and my sisters and mother to 
entertain them ; don't remember the defen- 
dant coming to the house in 188-1; but in 
1882 anil then my father was present: I do 
imt remember sitting on a gentleman's knee 
and ho objecting to it; I have a nice pair of 
bracelets which wen- given to me by Mr. 
Theodore Davie, also another pair which 
were given to mn by Mr. Charles, who said 
that he had not bought them for me but for 
some other person: never visited Mr. 
Charles' house in Vale; do not remember 
him bringing mo down from there; ho never 
refused to permit to stay at his house; he 
novor saw nio in an indelicate position, 
never used to frequently meet another 
young man coming out of church; had no 
other lover; only friends; I was not afraid 
that any other person besides the defendant 
would be charged with this; I told him that 
if he did not marry me within a week wo 

would have to go to court about it; I asked 
... n . never cot it 

him to promise not to run away or get mar- I ., . , 

ried, and he did so; I never asked him not 
to poison himself for I did not think that 
he would; in November ho said that 
he would marry me, but ho want- 
ed a week to consider about it: never wont 
with defendant to Capt. living's house 
whilst it was in course of construction; 
never went to the Richmond Hotel; used to 
meet defendant after church, and then 1 
wont homo and changed my clothes for 
warmer ones, not darker, and met him 
again; 1 have rend works relative to preg- 
nancy. 

His lordship thought that tho latter 
matter, as tn what Miss Wark had read, 
was of no importance, and the learned 
counsel did not press the examination, 
lie claimed, however, the right to peruse 
tho letters from the defendant to Miss 
Wark. 



Hon. Mr. Davie said ho had only pro- 
posed to hand them into the jury, and 
did nut wish to read them in open court , 
aa the names of parties woro mentioned 
who had nothing whatever to do with the 
case. Theywero produced in the propor 
form and were sworn to, and were put in 
simply to corroborate Miss .Wark's evi- 
dence . 

Mr. Wilson said that he had not the 
slightest idea of their contents, and ho 
would like to sec them before going fur- 
ther. 

Tho letters, thirteen in number, wore 
then handod to the learned counsel for 
perusal, and the court adjourned for a 
quarter of an hour. 

On meeting again - 

Hon. Mr. Davie stated that the case 
for the prosecution waa closed. 

Mr. Wilson thou askod his lordship to 
nolo the punt that he applied for u non- 
suit, and submitted that tho prosecution 
had failed to show that the pregnancy waa 
caused by the defendant. 

Hia Lordship said that ho could not 
stop the case on that ground. 

Mr. Wilson thou proceeded to address 
tho jury and aaid that ho though' he 
would be ablo to call evidence which 
would show that tho girl had not boon the 
victim of seduction in the common ac- 
ceptance of tho word, and that thu Beduc- 
tion, so termed, could not have taken 
place under the circumstances He 
thought also that he would be able tn 
show that the girl was at least immodest 
prior to the alleged seduction, and that 
would go to mitigate any damages. The 
first witness ho would cull would be 



that 1 said; wlun 1 visited the house I 
used some times to see the plaintiff, bo 
never offered me any hospitality; he 
generally used tu leave the room when 1 
wont in; and we would be left alone or 
possibly one of tho siators would he. there; 
Mish Wark cut me in Septembor, 1882; 
she sent for me and said alio did not 
want to have anything more to do with 
me; she used to call at our house 
but waa nut particularly ontertained;

The Accident on ihcTVcIlic ITIny. 

With roforonce to an item in our es- 
teemed morning contemporary yesterday 
about the recent accident on the 
ship Nellie May at Esquimalt, our re- 
porter visited the Marino hospital whero 
the mon were taken fur treatment. Al- 
though against regulations to tako in any 
patients without an order, on account of 
the urgency of the case tho steward ad- 
mitted the two injured mon Wednesday 
night. Ono had a vory serious scalp 
wound stretching ovor the whole top of 
tho head, and the steward and an assist- 
ant woro up the wholo night trying to 
stop a profuse How uf blood. In the 
morning Dr. Davio attended to the 

injuries, stitching the 

wound together, the other man sus- 
tained a severe injury to hia side, and it 
was at lirst thought several ribs wero 
broken, lie also had a sprained wrist. 
The captain had not paid his hospital 
duca, which we understand are two cents 
per ton, and would not do so, and aa a 
consequence tho man in the morning had 
to be turned away from the marine hos- 
pital. The matter was laid before tho 
Royal hospital authorities, and tho one 
who had the wounded head was admitted 
there. On enquiry last evening we learned 
bo was progressing favorably. The other, 
who waa an able seaman, the captain aaid 
he would pay off and forward to Port 
Townsend. Whether he was drunk on 
the street Thursday we do not know. The 
man in the Royal hospital belonged to 
tho shore, and was Working by tho day 
placing in a now mast. The cause of tho 
fall waa tho rottenness of a rope taken 
hold uf for support. This tallies pretty 
nearly with our first account, and shows 
tho fairness uf our statements. Tho 
Standard has evidently beou "stuffed" by 
Bomo ono.

THE CITY OF BOKHARA. 



How lUiihii's* Is Curried on— Methods ot 
Healing the Sick. 

[C*>r. London Times.] 

On approaching Uoklmra we stood be- 
fore a city reminiscent of scripture lan- 
guage, witli a wall groat and high, having, 
not tw elve, but cloven gates, not shut, in- 
deed, by day, though they certainly wore 
by uiglit, and so fast that none might go 
out or come in. 

business is carried on In twenty-four car- 
avanserais and si.\ timis, besides ordinary 
bhops, the various kinds ot merchandise, 
as lu other Asiatic towns being soid 
apart. So likewise the various trades are 
for the most part localized in several 
streets,! anything like a "universal pro- 
vider " being quito unknown in Bokhara. 
Nor is there u book-seller's shop, or a 
printing-press, much loss a newspaper. 
Their weights and measures am a splen- 
did Illustration of the ndc of thumb. For 
instance, the ololiiuo (suggestive of the 
cubit) is measured from tho elbow to tho 
end of the foreliugor ; the kulatch is the 
space between tho tips of tho lingers when 
tho arms aie outstretched; the glaz Is the 
measure from the center of the breast to 
the ends of the lingers; and while in 
It okhara oil and honey are sometimes sold 
by tlio chuyeh, which is the one cubical 
measure they pos?ess and that of variable 
size, in Karateghln corn is sold by the 
hatful, irrespective of whether tho ven- 
dor's head be largo or small. 

Uf course they have no hospitals. We 
gave out that those who were sick might 
come to bo treated, which gavo us an 
insight into some of their diseases. I need 
. „..!_, uv, i'ui me treatment ot 

the insane they have a special mullah 
called ishau, who is brought to a man 
when be begins to get silly, and who 
reads over the patient, for n week or two, 
prayers from the Koran. If this proves 
unavailing the patient is taken to the 
Islam's house, or rather yard, picketed to 
a post like a horse, and kept on low diet 
for a couple of mouths. As a further 
Step he is beaten while the prayers are go- 
ing on, and if tho poor creature manifests 
pain it is regarded as a favorable sign. 
"Hut suppose ho does not improve, I 
asked, "what do you do with him'/" "Ho 
remains there chained," said they, "till 
regarded as quite incurable, and then his 
parents are obliged to take him again and 
lock him up. " "Hut suppose hi: lias no 
parents.'" "Then lie is turned out and 
allowed to run loose till someone takes 
compassion on him. " Afier hearing this 
it was a comfort to be told by one educated 
Mohammedan that they had not much 
insanity, and that ho had never seen any- 
one raving mad. 

Another disease for which Bokhara was 
remarkable so far back as the time of 
Anthony Jcnkiusou in tho sixteenth cen- 
tury, L the riahta (lllaria medinensls), n, 
worm that develops under the skin in -May 
aud'August iu the form of a cylindrical 
body which lengthens uL the Fut£ of auOUt 
an inch in a week, and lies extended or 
curled up in a lump two inches in dlam- 
etur. Lutor on an abscess appears and 
through it the head of the worm. Native 
specialists, usually barbers, insert a needle 
under the worm and draw out one end 
with the fingers of tho right hand while 
those of the loft press tho affected part, 
tho operation lasting from one to flvo 
minutes. Kussian medical men wind off 
the animal on a reel, so much 
as daily comes out wjtjiput force, 
till the wftiolc parasite, measuring fr%m 
four to seven foot, is extracted. Should 
the worm break a painful illness ensues for 
several inontha We mot with an unsuc- 
cessful case in the military hospital at 
Samarcand, where the portions of tho 
rishta extracted were given to me In spirit 
to bring to England. I remembered that 
Dr. Wolff contracted the disease from 
drinking the Bokhara water, and thus fore- 
warned 1 drank only tea, hot or cold, or 
allayed my thirst with melons and fruit. 
No Europeans live In Bokhara except two 
or three Jiusaiaus, and these would be In- 
sulted, as arc tho .lows, if they did not 
hike the law into their own hands and 
sometimes givo a native a thrashinji. 

A Naval Heroine. 
[Notes and Queutcn.] 

In 1812 her majesty's slrip Swallow 
fought two French vessels off Frelus. It 
was on Juno 111, and after a most obstinate 
action she succeeded in driving them both 
in under the batteries of the town. The 
following anecdote, as narrated by one of 
tho olllcors of the Swallow, is told at some 
length in The Naval Chronicle: "In tho 
gallant and sanguinary action there was a 
seaman named Phelun who had his wifo 
on hoard. She was stationed — as is usual 
when women aro on board in time of bat- 
tle — to assist tho surgeon in the care of tho 
wounded. From tho close manner in 
which tho Swallow engaged tho enemy, 
yardarm and yardarm, the wounded, as 
may be expected, were brought below 
very fast; among tho rest, a messmate of 
her husband (consequently her own), who 
hud received a musket-hall through tho 
side. 

Hot exertions were used to console tho 
poor fellow, who was in great agony and 
nearly breathing his last, when by some 
chance she heard her husband was 
wounded on deck. Her anxiety and 
already overpowered feelings could not 
one moment lie restrained; Bhc rushed 
instantly on deck and received tho 
wounded tar lu her arms. I Id faintly 
raised his head to kiss her; she burst into 
a Hood of tears, and told him to tako 
courage, 'all would yet be well,' but 
scarcely pronounced tho last syllable when 
an ill-directed shot took her head off, Tho 
poor tar, who was closely wrapped 
in hor arms, opened his eyes onco 
more, then shut them forever. 

1'holnn and his wife wore sewed up in 
one hammock, and it is needless to say, 
Ixiried in one grave. The narrator adds 
to the pathos of tho above story, telling 
how, only three weeks before, a fine boy 
had been born to them, and how poor 
Tommy fared until they put into Fort 
Million. Tho sailors agreed "he should 
have a hundred fathers, but what could 
bo tho substitute of a nurse and mother?" 
Happily, there was a Maltese goat on 
board which proved as tractable and 
faithful to its chargo as the immortal 
dumb foster mother of Roman story.
